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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fail to teach or fairly suggest a 
barcode scanner including a barcode detection and processing module for 
receiving rotational position information indicating the rotational position of a 
spinner and using the rotational position information to adjust parameter used in 
processing the scanner signal.
